The pity and sympathy which so 
fills the human heart impclls us kind­ 
ly to care for the protect the defec­ 
tive, but we make the 
mistake 
of 
only one halJfulfilling the behest of 
these virtues. 
It is a pity that the 
defective ex ists, and as all our doc­ 
toring and other care only 
smooth 
his useless 
and 
frequently 
pain­ 
ful life a very little that same 
pity 
commands his prevention. 
We must 
prevent the defective or society will 
break down under the 
strain 
and 
finally the race will 
be 
destroyed. 
Sentiment and feeling also command 
the prevention of the unfit. 
We will 
certainly come to it some day or else 
we perish. 
Without doubt, tiie biggest m atter 
before the business men of today is 
the business of preventing defectives 
and preventing sickness and disease. 
If the 
business 
men 
don't 
take 
hold of the m atter, then up go the 


tax es and down go the efficiency and 
strength of the human race. 
The doctor points out the trouble 
and prescribes the cause and how to 
prevent it, and it is the business of 
the business men to attend to the 
goUd business of preventing.

open house todny. Havens school 
rooms followed the regular routine all 
day, but- an air prevaded the school 
rooms that made one know it was an 
unusual event. 
The displays at the 


Graham school for the inspection ot 
patrons and others 
interested 
in 


school work were 
only open 
this 


afternoon. 


The display of manna] training- 


work and sewing at 
the Graham 


school revealed the zeal with which 
the pupils of the high school and the 
seventh and eighth grades have en- 
tered into the work -of the vocational 
education department in 
the 
first 


year of its existence. 


There are a 
hundred pieces 
of 


wood work exhibits in the 
manual 


t raining room. Many of them 
are 


very valuable pieces 
of 
furniture, 


while a few of the pieces 
are 
the 


simplar tasks which the pupils made 
first. 
The manual training exhibit 


represents the work of the boys of 
7A, SB and SA grades. 


Practically all of the work lias 


been done in school. The school fur- 
nishes eacah pupil with fifty cents 
worth of material during a term, aiiTi 
very few of the boys have used more 
than that. In cases where more than 
fifty cents worth is used, the expense 
is born by the boy. 


The pieces are all finished and 


ready for use. During the year sixty 
magazine and book racks have been 
made and most of them are 
very 


creditable and speak highly for the 
work of the instructors, J. II. Scholl 
and L. B. Smelser. who have taughi 
the class jointly. The boys are first 
started on necktie, book and towel 
.racks until they develop some indi- 
viduality. 
Then they are given the 


harder pieces to make. In the exhi- 
bit are four library 
tables 
which 


would grace any home, so completely 
are they finished. There are 
also 


bird houses, hall racks, 
footstools 


and other valuable pieces of house- 
hold furniture. The finished product 
is the property of the boy who made 
it. 


The pupils in the domestic science 


course are from the seventh and 
eighth grades and the high school. 
The course is taught by Miss Kale 
Dennis. The senior girls in the sew- 
ing class drafted all of their own 
patterns, with the exception of those 
from which waists were made. The 
senior problems are all hand work 
and machine, while the problems of 
the others are machine alone. There 
are .approximately sixty high school, 
girls in the course and from seventy- 
five to a hundred from the grades. 


There arc a hundred garments in 


the display. 
The showing is counted 


very creditable from the very 
fact 


that each student only devotes one 
hour a week to the course. There is 
supposed to be iu the exhibit one 
pieces from each high school pupil in 
the course, but the display from the 
grades consists only of the represen- 
tative pieces. 


Miss Dennis hopes to accomplish 


even more next year. She praises the 
school board highly for its willing- 
ness to buy equipment, which has 
placed the course on a very satis- 
factory basis. Two machines have 
been in use since the first of the year.
